Sunstroke And 
Heat Exhaustion 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

During the heat waves of the summer sea- 
son, we read of many people who collapse from 
sunstroke or heat exhaustion. Many cases could 
be avoided entirely if people learned to change 
their food and their clothing to suit the 
weather and were careful not to stay in direct 
sunlight too long, and learn- 
ed how to keep cool with 
cold baths or with electric 
fans 

The most important cause 
of sunstroke is excessive ex- 
posure to the heat of the sun 
but contributing causes are: 
Unwise selection of meals, 
overwork, and _ over-con- 
sumption of alcoholic drinks. 
During the summer months, 
people make the mistake of 
indulging in peanuts, popcorn, hot dogs, sand- 
wiches and soda fountain concoctions in-between 
meals. The result is an upset stomach and when 
two hot days come along together, the ambu- 
lances do a rushing business. By eating sensibly, 
avoiding staying in the sun a long time, and 
by securing a good elimination and wearing 
light clothing, you best protect yourself from 
sunstroke. 

Sunstroke produces a very red face, red eyes, 
and a very high temperature. The patient often 
becomes unconcious almost immediately, as 
though he had been struck down. However, 
sunstroke does not occur without some sort of 
warning, usually consisting of dizziness, head- 
ache and perhaps nausea, or black spots before 
the eyes. If you have such symptoms, you will 
do well to look for a cool place where you can 
dash cold water on the face, the wrists and the 
back of the neck. If possible lie in a cool bath 
until you are relieved. 

In the treatment of sunstroke, where the face 
is red, the fever is high and the patient possibly 
unconscious, the first thing to do is to reduce 
the*fever as soon as possible. One of the best 
ways to do this is to place the patient on a cot 
and standing three feet away from him, direct 
a stream of water on him with a hose. Or, cool 
the skin by bathing with ice water or rubbing 
with ice. The use of a warm or slightly cool 
enema will be effective in drawing the blood 
away from the head. Keep the patient in bed 
after the fever has been reduced and give him 
warm water to drink and no food other than 
fruit juices for a day or two 

Heat exhaustion is different from sunstroke 
and the treatment of the two conditions is also 
different. The first symptoms are giddiness, 
nausea, cold skin, paleness of the face, weak 
pulse and finally loss of consciousness. The im- 
portant symptoms are the pale face and cold 
skin

The treatment must be begun at once and 
should be directed toward bringing the tem- 
perature back to normal and to helping the 
heart action. The hot bath with ccld applica- 
tions to the head is good. Hot packs may be 
used over the spine, or the limbs may be mas- 
saged if the hot bath is not available. Stimula- 
tion may be necessary. Fellow with a day’s rest 
in bed and do not allow the patient to return to 
work for a few days. 

You will see that the emergency treatment 
for heat exhaustion is exactly the opposite for 
that of sunstroke. When you realize that in sun- 
stroke the skin is red and hot, while in heat 
exhaustion it is pale and cold, it will be easy for 
you to know which treatment to employ

ANSWER: Chewing gum was originally 
made from spruce gum or refined paraffin-wax 
variously flavored, bui chewing gum at the 
present time is made from chicle, a gum ob- 
tained from the milky juice secreted by the bark 
of the sapodilla tree, which also bears one of 
the most delicious of the tropical fruits, This 
gum was used by the Indians for chewing inany 
years before it was known commercially. It 
makes a very good substitute for rubber, but 
brings a better price from the chewing gum in- 
dustry, and is practically exclusively used for 
this purpose. In the chewing gum factory blocks 
of the dried chicle are thoroughly refined and 
sterilized, and mixed with the sweetening and 
other flavors. Chewing gum stimulates the se- 
secretion of saliva and various other digestive 
fluids and for this reascn may be used after a 
meal, often taking the place of a dessert to an 
advantage. Its use assists in developing the 
muscles of the jaw and probably assists in pre- 
serving the teeth and keeping them clean. It 
is best not to use the chewing gum immediate- 
ly preceding a meal

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Co-operation Needed

[8 THE pre-war days it was possible for Dominion Cabinet 
Ministers and leading Bankers and Investment Houses 


to tell the Provinces how to conduct their affairs. Those 
days are over. 


The 1930 to 1935 five year period of managed defla- 
tion has created a series of Provincial problems which can 
only be met by the provision from Ottawa of an adequate 
supply of legal tender, or by the embarking by the Provin- 
cial Governments upon an exercise of powers exclusively 
given to the Provinces by the British North America Act. 


It seems probable that no Federal Banking System of 
Chartered Banks can successfully compete with a series of 
Provincial Systems, each designed to effect Provincial pur- 
poses without reference to any Dominion Banking Policy. 


+ There is no use in saying that Alberta is the only Prov- 
ince affected. In the Election Campaign of 1935, one of 
the Liberal Party arguments was that Provincial Liberal 
Governments were in power in all Provinces except Al- 
berta. Since then the Taschereau Administration has been 
wiped out in Quebec, and the Bracken Government was de- 
feated in Manitoba. The other Provinces have elections 
coming up. 


Business sense dictates that the Dominion Government 
get off the high horse and get down to real action in ac- 
cordance with existing conditions. It must be plain to 
everyone that there is no business sense in telling a Prov- 
ince that it must conduct affairs in conformity with Dom- 
inion Banking and Currency Laws, when the Province is 
faced with extraordinary financial problems created by 
managed deflation and cannot get Dominion Currency. The 
only way to keep Dominion Currency and Banking Laws in 
nation-wide force is to keep them workable. When a Prov- 
ince cannot get money the Dominion Laws on currency and 
banking cease to function, and strange alternatives are in- 
voked. 


As regards Alberta there should be an immediate offer 
from Ottawa, or through the agency of the Central Bank, 
of an adequate supply of currency and credit to carry on 
Provincial affairs until the ravages of the managed defla- 
tion can to some substantial effect be repaired. Unless and 
until this is done the Provincial Government, including its 
successors, will have to work out its own salvation along 
drastically experimental lines. 


Hunger, poverty and distress are factors which no 
Provincial Government can withstand, and which no pro- 
hibitions in Dominion laws can control. Unless and until 
hunger, poverty and distress are removed by co-operation 
between the Dominion and the Province there will grow 
up a crop of experiments tending towards an era of Social- 
ism. 


There is not much the Dominion can do in controlling a 
Province once that Province is driven desperate and com- 
mences to run wild financially. 


There is very high authority for this statement. The 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in case of Liquid- 
ators of the Maritime Bank of Canada versus Receiver 
General of New Brunswick (1892) Appeal Cases 437 held 
that the British North America Act, 1867, has not severed 
the connection between the Crown and the Provinces; the 
relation between them is the same as that which subsists 
between the Crown and the Dominion in respect of the 
powers executive and legislative, public property and rev- 
enues, as are vested in them respectively. This was ampli- 
fied by Lord Watson in delivering the Reasons of the Privy 
Council, or, more correctly speaking clarified, when he said 
that insofar as regards those matters which, by Sect. 92 
are specially reserved for provincial legislation, the legisla- 
tion of each Province continues to be free from the control 
of the Dominion, and as supreme as it was before the pass- 


ing of the Act. 


The Dominion Cabinet Ministers when dealing with 
Provincial Ministers are dealing with equals not subordin- 
ates—therefore less dignity and more business sense is in- 
dicated as a pressing national necessity. It is clear, said 
Lord Watson, that a Provincial Legislature does not oc- 
cupy the subordinate position which was ascribed to it in 
the arguments of Counsel for the Dominion. 


The managed deflation resulted from Dominion trade 
interferences—therefore co-operation by the Dominion in 
curing the ravages of that managed deflation is an honest 


obligation on the Dominion.

Then Father Coughlin introduces | 


some other features. His new bank 
would buy up all government bonds, 
paying for them in cash—central 
bank notes—and thus putting an 
end to the government's huge inter- 
est burden. 

Next he would transfer to the 
bank the statistical services of the 
Department of Labor. With these 
the bank would collect data about 
production, prices, wages, etc., and 
use this data to regulate prices 
Thus the bank would keep prices at 
an even keel. The object would be 
to ensure that the dollar was always 
the same in value so that a man who 
contracted a debt would be sure al- 
weys to pay back dollars of the 
same value he received. 

This dollar would be based on 
commodities instead of gold values, 
but would probably be redeemable 
in both gold and silver or both, but

| firms maintain an average daily

their daily balance. Why is it so 
unreasonable that 
should claim 1 per cent? 

What percentage is spent on rent, 
wages, power etc., etc. If all items 
of expense are thus reduced to per- 
centages of the daily bank balance, 
I think business men will! begin to 


see the 1 per cent a week demur- 
rage proposal in its true perspec- 
tive 

ACTION WANTED 
IMMEDIATELY 


I shall continue my examination 
of the Chamber of Commerce state 
ment tomorrow, I conclude by 
drawing attention once again to the

Charging that the government 
bookshop, which has a monopoly 
j on the sale of new text books in 
Alberta, refuses to accept pros- 
perity certificates, Fred R. Surry 
local bookseller and head of 
League of Freedom renewed his 
attack upon covenants this morn- 
ing 

“I went to order some textbooks 
for my shop yesterday at the gov- 
ernment dealers and was told that 
it was the declared policy of the 
government to accept nothing but 
cash or cheques as payment,” 
Surry stated 

I was told,” he added, “that this 
policy will apply to all bookshops 
in the province. That means that 
school children will not be able to 


purchase books with scrip, be- 
cause the bookman himself has to 
pay for his stock in Canadian cur- | 
rency.” 


Continuing his statement, Fred 
Surry wanted to know “if the gov- 
ernment did not want to encourage 
education by allowing Alberta 
pupils to buy new texts with scrip,

TO BE RE-ISSUED 


The $30,000 worth of scrip will 
be re-issued by Edmonton The 
government will set an inspection 
date each month during the two 
years, and on that date the city 
must give the province evidence | 
that it “has accepted and re-issued 


or has in its possession certificates 
of the face value of $30,000 

It is further provided in the 
agreement that if on the monthly 
inspection date it is found that 
Edmonton's” scrip transactions 
have fallen below the $30,000, the 
city must purchase from the gov- 
ernment an amount of the certi 
ficates which will bring the total 
to $30,000, 

On the other hand, if the city 
finds it has on hand more than 
$30,000 in certificates, the excess 
amount will be redeemed by the 
government for cash. 

These ‘provisions are made to en- 
sure circulation by the city of this 
set amount of scrip 

Clause 3 of the agreement has a 
direct bearing on the city’s accept- 
ance of certificates in payment of 
light, water and ‘phone bills. As 
revised by council Wednesday, this 
clause now reads, in part 

“The city further agrees with 
the province that it will accept 
from the public in payment of 
monies due to the city for utility 
services and such other services as 
may be designated by city council 
from time to time prosperity cer- 
tificates to the face value of 
$30,000 each and every month...” 

Question of whether the scrip 
would be taken for tax payments 
was also referred to in this connec- 
tion, but no decision was reached 
The majority of aldermen, however, 
were opposed to such a step.
